THE Conservative 
candidate at the 
Assembly elections has 
sparked a row with a 
Labour Vale cabinet 
member, after leaving 
a jokey post-it note on 
her car purporting to 
be a parking charge, 
writes a GEM reporter. 

When Ross England 
spotted Coun Lis Burnett 
park outside the Tories’ 
office in High Street, 
Barry, he placed the 
yellow post-it note on her 
vehicle in what he termed 
“a spontaneous joke, 
making a point about the 
impact of the council’s 
proposed car parking 
charges”. 

But Coun Burnett 
accused Mr England of 
“juvenile behaviour” and 
failing to understand the 
issues faced by women 
and that “inappropriate 
attacks are all too often 
laughed off as ‘just a 
joke’”. She also said the 
post-it prank could not be 
palmed off as some sort of 
protest against proposed 
car parking charges. 

The Conservatives 
claim that at the time of 
the incident Coun Burnett 
had a “complete sense of 
humour failure”, 

demanded to see local 
CCTV, and asked for an 
apology from Mr 
England. They say she 
even threatened to report 
the incident to the 
authorities if he didn’t 
apologise. 

Mr England pointed 
out that he was involved 
in the campaign to stop 
proposed car parking 
charges in Barry and 
Cowbridge and said the 
prank was a “light-hearted 
act of protest”. 

He said: “I am very 
disappointed that Lis 
Burnett has responded to 
what was obviously a 
harmless political joke by 
demanding to see CCTV 
footage.”

REFURBISHMENT 
work at Barry 
Comprehensive 
School has been 
given the go-ahead, 
thanks to funding 
from the Vale 
Council. 

The council’s cabinet 
on Monday, January 11 
approved a total of 
£900,000 in funding to 
improve the main 
reception, pupils’ toilets 
and car park. 

The funding will 
come from the school 
investment reserve, with 
£210,000 allocated in 
2015/16 and a further 
£690,000 in 2016/17. 

As part of the plans, 
the layout of the main 
reception area will be 
upgraded to create a 
more welcoming 
environment and provide 
easier access, while the 
current car park, which 
is in poor condition, will 
also be improved with 
new designated parking 
bays and a more formal 
layout. 

The main pupils’ 
toilets will be redesigned 
to be open-plan, and will 
see more toilets added, 
allowing for better 
accessibility and helping 
to cut down on 
vandalism.

Planners can't 
see the floods 
for the trees! 


W HENEVER rainfall is 

exceptional, flooding must 
occur, but a hugely important 
factor in the severity of flooding is the 
speed with which that rainfall travels 
down from the hills, to swell the rivers. 

When grassy slopes become water-logged, 100 
per cent of further rain travels down the slopes as 
a sheet of water, arriving at the rivers very soon 
after it left the sky. 

This is not the case where rain falls on 
wooded areas. The roots of all large plants such 
as trees, make the ground more porous to water, 
the flow of water over the ground is hindered, the 
transpiration of the trees suck up some proportion 
of the water. A much longer time elapses, 
between the rainfall, and the arrival of that water 
to the river. 

In past times, the Welsh hills were covered 
with trees, which were sacrificed as pit-props to 
King Coal. 

If we choose to plant trees of all types on the 
hills, starting right now, we could be harvesting a 
valuable crop of different woods in 70 years - 
which had alleviated the flooding problem during 
that time, had also absorbed huge amounts of 
carbon dioxide, thus slowing climate change, and 
created a wonderful environment for human 
beings - and venison for the table. 

Every day by which such a scheme is delayed, 
is a measure of our failure to understand the true

Llantwit showed 
its caring spirit 


O N Christmas 
Eve, a frail 
and elderly 
friend fell over in 
Llantwit Major, 
resulting in a 
broken left hip. 

When I arrived at the 
scene it was chilly, dark, 
and raining and she was 
surrounded, mostly by 
complete strangers, who 
had brought blankets 
and cushions, and were 
sheltering her with their 
umbrellas. 

People took the 
trouble to contact both 
my daughter and 
myself, via two different 
chains of messages, to 
provide familiar faces 
for the confused, 
frightened casualty. 

Meanwhile, a driver 
had positioned her car, 
hazard lights flashing, 
so as to prevent my 
friend being run over in 
the road. 

I am told that one of 
Llantwit’s retained 
firemen administered 
gas and air, and did 


much to calm the patient 
and ease her pain. 

These kind-hearted 
folk could have been 
snug at home, wrapping 
parcels and enjoying 
mulled wine, but 
everyone stayed, in the 
cold and drizzle, for 
about an hour, until the 
casualty was safely 
away in the ambulance. 

Several people, some 
of whom were in 
Llantwit to visit family, 
have continued to ask 
for updates on her 
recovery. It is painfully 
slow, but if it hadn’t 
been for Llantwit’s 
amazing community 
spirit, the outcome 
could have been much 
worse.

Motorists breaking speed limit in village 

Dangerous stretch of 
road in Dinas Powys 
is under microscope 



THERE has been a 
call to slow down 
drivers on a 
“dangerous” 
stretch of road in 
Dinas Powys. 

It follows the results 
of a traffic survey being 
made public. 

Highway engineers 
have reported that a 
number of vehicle 
speeds along Mill Road 
Dinas Powys are 
excessive. Surveys 
showed that in one 45- 
minute period in the 
morning rush hour, 68 
vehicles out of 116 
exceeded the 30mph 
limit. 

Of these, 10 were 
travelling above the 
Association of Chief 
Police Officers’ 
threshold guidelines for 
prosecution of 35mph. 

The investigation 
followed complaints by 
local Plaid Cymru 
councillors. 

Coun Keith Hatton 
said: “We have been 
assured that collision 
records have also been 
examined. 

“Over the last five 
years, there have been 


two accidents that 
resulted in injuries 
recorded on Mill Road- 
Pen-y-Tumpike Road. 

“The first incident 
occurred in December 
2013 and was the result 
of a driver losing 
control and colliding 
with a number of parked 
cars. The driver of the 
vehicle incurred slight 
injuries. 

“The second incident 
occurred in May 2015, 
at the Millbrook Road 
Pen-y-Tumpike 
Junction. The police 
reported that the driver 
of the vehicle pulling 
out of Millbrook Road 
failed to look properly. 
Again the collision only 
resulted in slight 
injuries being 
sustained.” 

Coun Val Hartrey 
said,:“We have been 
promised that the Vale 
Council will pass the 
information on to the 
police. They have asked 
that the appropriate 
enforcement action is 
taken against speeding 
traffic.” 

Coun Chris Franks 
said: “Although we are 
grateful that the police 


are being asked to take 
action at this location, 
more needs to be done. 

“The council admits 
that the narrowings at 
Mill Road and 
Penyturnpike are not 
having the desired effect 
of controlling speed. 

“The council has 
added this location to a 
list of outstanding 
traffic management 
schemes, for future 
feasibility works and 
investigation when the 
necessary funding 
becomes available.”

A Barry resident 
says he believes the 
road over to Barry 
Island needs 

temporary lighting 
for pedestrians 
during the hours of 
darkness. 

Currently the area is 
undergoing a facelift 
with construction work 
on a cycle way, footpath 
and new wall. Work, 
which started in 
November, is due to go 
on for around 20 weeks. 

The resident told The 
GEM: “I was walking 
back from the Island at 
around 6.30pm and it 
was pitch black - and 
difficult to see where I 
was going. The cars 
headlights were also 
dazzling me. 

“Twelve or more lamp 
posts have been 
removed. There are also 
raised drains which are a

“The post-it-note was 
clearly a joke in 
reference to her role in 
attempting to introduce 
unpopular car park 
charges - it is bizarre 
she should demand 
CCTV footage of a 
light-hearted act. 

“Is it a sensible use of 
resources for a council 
cabinet member to 
demand CCTV footage 
of a political opponent 
engaging in such a 
harmless demonstration 
against contested 
policy? I would be 
interested to know how 
much council time has 
been spent on this. 

“More serious 
questions could be asked 
about whether this is 
part of a vendetta 
against people who have 
brought her and fellow 
Labour councillors 
perilously close to a U- 
tum on car parking 
charges?” 

ALERT 

Coun Lis Burnett 
said: 

“I was surprised to 
be contacted by The 
GEM for comment on 
this issue, because 
rather than contacting 
the media in an attempt 
to gain political 
advantage, I had written 
to local MP Alun Cairns 
concerning the 
inappropriate behaviour 
of his publicly-funded 
staff - and to date I still 
await a response. 

“As I stated in my 
letter to Mr Cairns, 
women have to be 
increasingly alert to 
personal safety issues. 

“I was, therefore, 
concerned to find that 
on leaving my car in 
High Street, Barry, a 
few doors along the 
road from the 
Conservative Office for 
just seven minutes while 
I visited a local shop, it 
had been deliberately 
interfered with and that 


there was no indication 
of the individual 
responsible. 

“Stories are 
widespread of attempts 
to distract drivers in 
order to carry out a 
crime or attack; and 
while I find it difficult to 
believe that such an 
incident would take 
place in a main 
shopping street in 
Barry, I am mindful that 
undertaking such an act, 
in the very short time 
available, indicated a 
degree of premeditation. 

“I therefore asked for 
the CCTV coverage of 
the street over those few 
minutes to be reviewed. 
This is an option open to 
any member of the 
public. 

“There was nothing 
within the note to 
identify this as a ‘light¬ 
hearted act of protest’ 
or, indeed, to identify the 
protestor. 

“It was interesting to 
see on the CCTV 
footage, Ross England 
leave the Conservative 
office within two 
minutes of me leaving 
my car, walk down the 
street, lean over my car 
and then walk 
completely around the 
block before returning to 
their office. 

“ I should also clarify 
that at no time have on¬ 
street parking charges 
been suggested by the 
Vale Council and that 
town centre parking is 
not within my remit so 
there was absolutely no 
reason to target my car. 

“I did not name Mr 
England in my letter to 
his employer, Mr Cairns, 
and am pleased that he 
has decided to own up 
to his actions. 

“However ; based on 
his behaviour to date, it 
would probably be too 
much to expect Mr 
England to understand 
the issues faced by 
women on a daily basis, 
when unwarranted and 
inappropriate attacks 
are all too often laughed 
off as a ‘just a joke’. 

“It saddens me that 
rather than respond to 
my concerns in relation 
to his behaviour, this 
tax-payer funded 
political employee now 
feels it appropriate to 
launch a personal attack 
through the media. 

“It leads me to ask: If 
it was a light-hearted 
protest why did Ross 
England not identify 
himself at the time of his 
supposed protest or 
when I raised the issue 
with him and Alun 
Cairns in High Street on 
December 5? 

“Why does he feel 
that it is appropriate to 
launch a personal attack 
once he has been caught 
out? And why does he 
feel it acceptable to use 
the content of a letter 
sent to his employer to 
launch a political 
attack? 

“Such juvenile 
behaviour hardly seems 
appropriate for someone 
who is seeking 
responsible political 
office, ” Coun Burnett 
concluded

for their work towards 
each of the six. 

The local authority 
oversees 59 schools 
across the Vale. Earlier 
this year many of these 
celebrated not only their 
best ever exam results, 
but also some of the 
highest levels of 
achievement in Wales. 

In their findings, it is 
noted by the inspectors 
that performance at key 
stages two, three, and 
four have all improved 
at a rate greater than the 
Welsh average and that 
GCSE performance is 
now the second highest 
in Wales. 

Elsewhere in the 
report very good 
performance was judged 
to have been made in 
improving the rigour and 
level of challenge 
provided to schools 
about their performance 
and quality of 
leadership, and in 
ensuring that planning 
for improvement is 
thorough and consistent. 

Estyn also found that 
strong progress was 
being made in the use of 
the full powers available 
to the authority to 
improve schools that are 
underperforming, 
ensuring that robust 
systems are in place for 
evaluating the outcomes 
of initiatives and that 
they demonstrate good 
value for money, and in 
strengthening 
arrangements for 


monitoring and 
evaluating the wellbeing 
of children and young 
people. 

Coun Chris Elmore, 
cabinet member for 
children’s services and 
schools, welcomed the 
report, saying: “I am 
nothing short of 
delighted at the progress 
that has been made since 
2013. The inspectors’ 
findings are the result of 
three years of hard work 
by the council’s learning 
and skills team and a 
testament to their efforts. 

“It is the Vale 
Council’s ambition to 
make education 
outcomes in the Vale not 
only the best in Wales 
but on a par with any in 
the UK. This report 
shows that we are well 
on our way to making 
this a reality.” 

Four inspectors had 
been tasked with 
reviewing the council’s 
progress against the six 
recommendations. As 
well as scrutinising 
documentation, the team 
visited the authority for 
a week in November to 
interview councillors, 
senior managers and 
staff, as well as groups 
of headteachers and 
governors. Their final 
assessment was 
published on January 7, 
2016. 

Following the review, 
the council will no 
longer require 
monitoring by Estyn.

and flooding across 
Wales. This is why flood 
and coastal risk 
management remains a 
key priority .”

Government recognises 
the importance of flood 
protection and 
alleviation schemes like 
those in Boverton and 
Llanmaes, and we have 
invested over £240m 
into flood risk 
management, supported 
by a further £47 million 
from the European 
Union.

‘Hospital emergency system 
is flawed’, says a Tory AM 
Health board hits back over 
advice on attending A & E 


A Conservative 
regional Assembly 
Member has 

launched an attack 
on the ABMU 
Health Board, 
describing news that 
it was asking 
patients to avoid its 
A & E departments 
as ‘despicable’ - but 
the board hotly 
denied the claim and 
told The GEM it was 
“signposting 
patients to 

appropriate care”. 

Dr Altaf Hussain AM 
said he was worried that 
advice by the board may 
act as a ‘red light’ that 
could deter people who 
were genuine emergency 
cases. 

The Conservative, 
who represents south 
Wales west, said: “We 
cannot allow a situation 
where genuine 

emergency cases may be 
deterred from seeking 
help due to flaws in the 
way that the system is 
managed. 

“The board are right 
to acknowledge that 


some ailments are not 
best dealt with by a trip 
to A&E, but I am 
concerned that this 
statement might act as a 
‘red light’ to many 
patients who simply want 
to do the right thing - and 
do indeed have a 
‘genuine’ emergency. 

“It should not be the 
job of the patient 
themselves to assess 
what is a ‘genuine’ 
emergency at all - that is 
the role of medical triage. 

“Across all 

departments in the 
hospital, the resources 
are in fact already 
present to ensure that 
every accident or 
emergency case can be 
treated. It is, therefore, a 
question of deploying 
them correctly. 

“There should be 
observation wards 
attached to A & E which 
would enable patients to 
be assessed and referred 
appropriately, without 
occupying cubicles 
intended for new cases. 
This would free up 
capacity in both A&E 
and other wards, 
allowing more patients to 


be treated. A&E 
departments should not 
be the single gateway 
into all aspects of 
medical care - be this 
emergency, outpatient or 
out-of-hours - and the 
sooner the way our 
hospitals are run is 
changed to reflect this, 
the better. 

“The present system 
encourages a pinch-point 
in this particular 
department, which has a 
knock-on effect 

throughout the system. 

“This is a sad state of 
affairs - our patients and 
hard-working staff 
deserve better. Worse 
still is that it is 
completely predictable, 
as it happens every year. 

“There are obvious 
areas that management 
needs to address, and it is 
despicable to suggest that 


sending patients 

elsewhere is an 
appropriate way to deal 
with the issue at hand.” 

' RESPONSIBLE’ 

The GEM 

approached the ABMU 
board for a response to 
Dr Hussain’s comments 
and a spokeswoman 
explained: 

“Frontline emergency 
department staff are 
working exceptionally 
hard under intense 
pressure. 

“Alleviating some of 
that pressure by 
signposting patients to 
appropriate care is 
certainly not 

‘despicable’ - it is the 
responsible thing to do 
for patients who are 
waiting for advice or 
treatment. 

“Our message to 
patients is very clear 


please avoid our 
emergency departments, 
unless you have a 
serious illness or injury. 
This is the same 
recognised ‘Choose 
Well’ message which the 
NHS deploys across the 
UK. But at extremely 
busy times like this it is 
even more important to 
reiterate it. 

“We are advising 
patients who do not have 
a serious condition to 
see their GP in the usual 
way or attend our minor 
injury units instead, and 
avoid our emergency 
departments. 

“Community 
pharmacists can also be 
very helpful and provide 
a range of assistance. 
Sometimes urgent issues 
crop up out of hours and 
the GP Out of Hours 
service is available 


during these periods. 

“Patients who turn up 
at emergency 

departments when they 
don’t need to be there 
add to the workload of 
staff who must 
concentrate on treating 
very sick patients.” 

The spokeswoman 
pointed out that while 
emergency staff were 
dealing with increases of 
up to 25 per cent more 
emergency medical 
patients, they had also 
had to deal with cases 
which included a person 
with an infected 
fingernail - after biting 
their nails; a patient with 
intermittent nose bleed, 
which had actually 
stopped; and several 
people with ear-ache or 
toothache - none of 
which was an emergency 
case.

Expanding the use of 
Vale’s country parks 


THE Vale Council 
will work to secure 
the future of its 
country parks by 
exploring 
opportunities for 
opening the popular 
attractions up to a 
range of new leisure 
activities, as part of 
a plan being 
considered by the 
authority’s cabinet. 

The council, which 
manages Cosmeston 
Lakes Country Park in 
Penarth, Porthkerry 
Country Park in Barry, 
and a number of other 
countryside sites, is 
discussing proposals 
which set out how best to 
enhance what is currently 
on offer at these 
attractions and so enable 
them to generate much 
needed income. 

Coun Lis Burnett, 


cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “Our 
country parks and 
countryside sites have 
long proved popular with 
local residents and 
pivotal in attracting 
tourists to the Vale. 

“If their appeal is to 
continue to grow, and 
they are to be sustainable 
in the current financial 
climate, then they must 
adapt to attract new 
visitors and enhance the 
experiences of existing 
users. 

“We have already 
restructured the staffing 
and management 

arrangements of our 
countryside service to 
ensure that costs are as 
low as possible. The next 
stage is to investigate 
how we can generate yet 
more income. 

“Broadening the 
appeal of our countryside 
attractions will, we 


firmly believe, not only 
protect them for the 
future, but also be the 
next step in establishing 
the Vale of Glamorgan as 
the premier tourist 
destination in south 
Wales. 

“This is something 
that could bring huge 
benefits for the local 
economy and an 
opportunity that all 
involved are excited to 
explore.”

PROUD mum 
Elaine Morgan, 
who works at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend, 
is still reeling after 
a remarkable week 
which saw her 
family grabbing 
newspaper 
headlines - on the 
front and back 
pages! 

As mother of Wales’ 
rugby star Matthew, the 
office manager at the 
surgical materials testing 
laboratory, is used to her 
son getting media 
attention - but now his 
elder brother has joined 
him in the spotlight. 

Tom has become a 
social media sensation 
since his appearance on 
Channel 4 show The 


Undateables last week. It 
led to a follow-up 
appearance on ITV’s 
Loose Women, as well 
as in stories across 
national media about the 
26-year-old who has 
Tourettes, Aspergers, 
ADHD and dyspraxia. 

“It has been a surreal 
week to say the least,” 
said Elaine. It also saw 
Bristol RFC fly-half 
Matthew signing a new 
deal with Cardiff Blues, 
which will bring him 
back to play in Wales 
next season. 

Since Tom appeared 
on the C4 show which 
follows people with 
disabilities trying to find 
love, he has seen his 
profile rocket - and 
more importantly for the 
family - he has 
succeeded in his 
ambition of raising 
awareness for his 


condition. 

“We have just been 
overwhelmed with all 
the support we have had. 
We had no idea that it 
would cause this much 
attention. 

“When my husband 
Phil and I went to buy 
the Sunday papers, 
there’s us looking out 
from the front page!” 

During his appearance 
on Friday’s Loose 
Women, presenter 
Andrea McLean 
described the semi- 
professional rugby 
league player as the TV 
dreamboat who captured 
the heart of the nation, 
and his Twitter followers 
have rocketed from 700 
to 23,000 virtually 
overnight. 

But to Elaine, he is 
just Tom - the son she 
has seen battle his 
conditions since his

diagnosis when he was 
15. 

“He has handled all 
this attention better than 
Phil and I, to be honest. 
Tom says going on the 
programme has been like 
a weight lifted off his 
shoulders. It has given 
him so much confidence 
and I can see what a 
difference it has made to 
him already.” 

Tom, who lives with 
his mum and dad, agreed 
to do the programme as 
a way of highlighting the 
difficulties someone like 
him faces when dealing 
with emotions and 
relationships - and he 
has done such a good 
job she now hopes he 


will be able to become 
champion for fellow 
sufferers and fulfil his 
dream of setting up his 
own charity. 

“We feel he has got a 
real role that he could 
play in helping others. 
When he was little, he 
had his habits and I was 
told he was a naughty 
child, but I always knew 
he wasn’t, so when we 
eventually had the 
diagnosis, it was a huge 
relief. 

“We have been on a 
very big learning curve 
as a family since then, 
and now we have been 
contacted by so many 
other people who have 
gone through the same 


thing. They have told us 
that they have found 
Tom a real inspiration.” 

What has always 
helped him, she says, is 
his dedication to sport 
and fitness. 

Tom, who currently 
plays for South Wales 
Scorpions, describes it 
as his medicine and says 
being part of a rugby 
team has given him a 
positive outlet. 

It is a passion he 
shares with brother 
Matthew, who played for 
Wales in the Rugby 
World Cup. Elaine and 
Phil have travelled the 
length and breadth of the 
UK cheering on both 
boys and have been as 


far 

afield as Europe and 
South Africa to support 
Matt when on regional 
and international duties. 

“I have very 
supportive colleagues 
and some have even 


come 

to watch the boys play 
on several occasions. 
Matthew and Tom have 
always been very close 
and I have to say I am 
very proud of both my 
boys,” Elaine added.

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NEWS UPDATE FROM THE FONMON APIARY... 


A topsy turvy year puts 
everything up in the air! 


WELL, a change in 
the temperatures 
has now reduced 
the amount of 
external activity at 
all of the apiaries. 

It is very noticeable 
that the bees have not 
been at all dormant over 
what should be classed 
as their winter settled 
period. 

The use of my debris¬ 
collecting trays has been 
extended because of the 
extended period of 
activity. 

All hives have a fine 
mesh floor and each 
floor can accommodate 
a tray that will collect 
the debris from the daily 
activity of the colony. 

What is this debris? It 
is made up of bee parts 
i.e. legs, wings, pollen, 


wax flakes and, of 
course, Varroa mites. 

Not all colonies have 
trays in them: I select 
different hives over the 
months and leave the 
trays in place for 
different lengths of time, 
such as a week or maybe 
three weeks. 

When I withdraw a 
tray, it will sometimes 
show neat rows of wax 
cappings; these rows, by 
their position in the tray, 
reveal where the bees 
are in the hive (the front 
or the back). 

They have, of course, 
removed the coating of 
wax that they used to 
seal a cell containing 
honey. 

This first look gives 
the beekeeper some idea 
of in-house bee activity. 

My next step is to 


empty the contents of 
each tray into a labelled 
jar (i.e. date and hive 
number) and take it 
home so that I can 
examine it in greater 
detail. 

Once at home, the 
contents of each jar are 
deposited a little at a 
time into a white 
enamelled metal pie- 
dish, then using a 5” 
laboratory magnifier 
with a built-in light I can 
see exactly what the 
debris is really made up 
of. 

It does, of course, 
contain Varroa mites and 
this is my main reason 
for inserting trays under 
hives. In the main, the 
mites are usually dead, 
but some live ones are 
observed from time to 
time. The counting of

the mites is undertaken 
and it gives me a good 
idea about the size of the 
infestation of each 

colony. 

There is no 

requirement under law 
to count mite numbers, 
but without doing so, no 
beekeeper can be sure of 
the extent of an 
infestation. 

Due to the very mild 
conditions, life in the 

bee colony has 

continued apace! The 
Queens have been 

laying on a regular basis, 
when to all intents and 
purposes this activity 
should have ceased. 

The Varroa 

population has also 
expanded, along with 
the bees. Last August, a 
Varroa control treatment 
was applied but due to 
spring-like weather, 
instead of winter 
weather, there has not 
been any halt to the 
breeding cycle of the 
bees or the mites. 

I am finding the 


bodies of dead mites in 
all stages of 
development. This year 
has given the beekeeper 
a lot to think about, 
nothing has followed the 
usual pattern of events. 

Swarming has been 
very prevalent, honey 
crop has been reduced 
and in some cases non¬ 
existent and as to the 
weather, variety is the 
best description here! 

All colonies have had 
supplementary feeding 
due to their constant 
activity. 

What will spring 
throw up? When I do get 
to inspect the interiors of 
each hive what will I 
find? Who knows? 

Like the bees, the 
beekeeper has to adjust 
to the changing 
conditions, and one 
thing is sure, if these 
conditions are to 
become the norm, many 
of the beekeeping books 
will require revising.

New post at Ty Hafan 
will be a joint effort 
with local health board 



THE Ty Hafan children’s 
hospice at Sully and Cardiff & 
Vale University Health Board 
are cooperating to extend 
paediatric care in Wales. 

Recently the Minister for Health and 
Social Services launched the Ty 
Hafan-commissioned report into the 
future needs for paediatric palliative 
care in Wales. 

As a result of this report, an all- 
Wales consultant in transitional and 
paediatric palliative medicine will be 
recruited in January 2016, jointly 
employed by the NHS and Ty Hafan. 
By cooperating with the NHS, Ty 
Hafan has made possible the 
recruitment on a full-time basis and, in 
turn, fulfilled three of the seven 
recommendations made by Professor 
Marcus Longley in the report of the 
Welsh Institute for Health and Social 
Care in September. 

The role will be based at Ty Hafan 
and will strengthen the existing 24/7 
telephone service to support 
professionals caring for life-limited 
children and young adults in Wales for 
the first time.

Institute for Health and Social Care 
and commissioned by Ty Hafan, 
highlighted how services required for 
children with life-limiting conditions 
differ considerably from adult 
palliative care and made seven 
recommendations.

A script read-through 
in April of 2014 
seemed to thaw 
Tarantino’s stance 
however, and it proved 
to be second time the 
charm as The Hateful 
Eight hits cinema 
screens. 

Set in the aftermath 
of the civil war, bounty 
hunter John Ruth (Kurt 
Russell) and his 
prisoner Daisy 
(Jennifer Jason Leigh) 
encounter another 
bounty hunter, Major 
Marquis Warren 
(Samuel L Jackson) and 
Chris Mannix (Walton 
Goggins). 

With a blizzard 
coming in, the group 
shelter at a nearby 
stopover where they 
meet another four 
strangers - Bob 
(Demian Bichir), 
Oswaldo (Tim Roth), 
General Smithers 
(Bruce Dern) and Joe 
Gage (Michael 
Madsen); however, 
events soon unfold that 
sees the lives of these 
people in the balance... 

The Hateful Eight is 
Quentin Tarantino’s 
eighth film as 
writer/director, and by 
now you have a pretty 
good idea of what 
you’re going to get 
with a Tarantino effort 
- sumptuous dialogue, 


a keen eye for detail, 
knowing nods and 
winks to genre cinema 
and some excellent 
performances. 

Tarantino’s work can 
be divisive, with critics 
labelling him self- 
indulgent, and The 
Hateful Eight isn’t a 
film that will convert 
those who are not fans 
of his oeuvre; however, 
if you have a love of 
his body of work thus 
far, then you’ll find this 
film a delightfully 
satisfying viewing 
experience. 

Its 187-minute 
running time suggests a 
film that is languidly 
paced, and the opening 
which sees four of the 
characters journeying 
to the stopover is the 
weakest part of the 
film. The film is split 
into six chapters, this 
opening taking up two 
of them, and while 
there’s plenty of 
pleasure to be mined in 
watching actors of the 
pedigree of Kurt 
Russell, Samuel L 
Jackson, Walton 
Goggins and Jennifer 
Jason Leigh wrapping 
their gums around 
Tarantino’s dialogue, it 
feels stretched out and 
a little too thin. 

If this opening 
satisfies the naysayers 
who claim self- 
indulgence in 
Tarantino’s work, then 
the gears shift up a 
notch once all the 
characters (our Hateful 
Eight plus the odd 
hanger-on) find 
themselves in situ in 
the wonderfully- 
monikered Minnie’s 
Haberdashery; here is 
where we really get 
into the story. 

As the narrative 
unfurls, and characters 
play off against each 
other as the levels of 
mistrust mount up, 
Tarantino ratchets up 



the tension, creating a 
claustrophobic story as 
events play out wholly 
in the haberdashery. It’s 
Tarantino’s first really 
self-referential film, 
this set-up echoing 
Reservoir Dogs, while 
there are other little 
easter eggs and nods 
that are worth looking 
for. 

Some characters 
connect more than 
others; Michael 
Madsen’s Joe Gage 
doesn’t hit home at all, 
not helped by the actor 
delivering a particularly 
poor performance, but 
the remainder of the 
cast are excellent, 
many schooled in the 
ways of the director 
and more than at home 
with his dialogue. 

Samuel L Jackson 
has rarely been as 
charged and vital as he 
is here (the recounting 
of a particular story 
that relates to another 
character is jaw- 
dropping in its 
execution), Kurt 
Russell has great 
delight in playing the 
stoic lawman, while 


Tim Roth relishes in his 
English gent character. 

But the newcomers 
are equally as 
impressive - the 
always-watchable 
Walton Goggins makes 
the biggest journey in 
character terms and 
delivers a superb 
performance, Bruce 
Dern is quietly 
impressive as is 
Demian Bichir, while 
Jennifer Jason Leigh’s 
turn builds in depth as 
the story progresses. 

It’s true ensemble 
filmmaking, and 
Madsen aside, the 
performances, enriched 
by Tarantino’s way 
with a pen, are 
indelible, wonderfully 
performed and hugely 
watchable. 

It builds and goes to 
places that surprise, but 
this is Tarantino 
making a traditional 
western; the pop 
culture nods are very 
much in the 
foreground, with the 
emphasis squarely on 
the tropes of the genre, 
something that lends 
the film an air of 
authenticity. 

It’s also pretty 
hilarious at times, 
running gags like the 
inability to shut the 
haberdashery’s door 


working well and 
helping to defuse the 
tension before it gets 
slowly ramped up 
again; with such a 
lengthy running time 
there is some flab, but 
the way that the 
narrative ebbs and 
flows is hugely 
impressive. 

Wholly satisfying, if 
a touch indulgent, The 
Hateful Eight is a 
tremendous film that 
you can savour and 
delight in; Tarantino at 
his near-best, it won’t 
change the minds of 
critics but fans will 
enjoy it immensely. 

VERDICT: 
Anything but hateful, 
Quentin Tarantino’s 
eighth film is slightly 
long-winded but there’s 
much to savour. 
Dialogue-heavy (but 
what dialogue!), The 
Hateful Eight won’t 
disappoint his converts, 
though it may prove to 
be too dense to 
convince naysayers. 
Dripping with excellent 
performances and 
visually outstanding, 
there is plenty to enjoy 
here. Highly 
recommended.

He or she is 
dedicated to 
recording the day - 
and, unlike relatives 
or friends with 
cameras, won’t get 
distracted by 
extraneous issues.

WHEN Vicar Viv 
Parkinson 
reopened his 
refurbished church 
hall in Llantrisant 
just over a year 
ago, he little knew 
that within a few 
months, it would 
prove to be a 
lifeline as a meeting 
place for a new 
support group set 
up for dementia 
sufferers and their 
carers. 

He had intended that 
the hall with its modem 
new kitchen and toilets 
be used by local people 
who had helped to raise 
£150,000 for the 
makeover. 

Now, in addition to 
regular use by 
community groups such 
as Brownies and various 
craft groups, the hall is 
home to a fortnightly 
meeting of the 
Llantrisant Parish 
Support Group - a new 
group set up nine 
months ago for those 
living with dementia 
and their carers. 

“It is the best thing 
that I have ever done in 
my ministry,” said Rev 
Parkinson, who has been 
a priest for 20 years. 

The group runs on the 
first and third 
Wednesday of the 
month from 11am to 
2.30pm - offering a 
range of activities such 
as puzzles, colouring, 
crafts and games. 
Singing sessions are 
often held and visiting 
speakers attend to give 
talks. 

Sue Owen (67), from 
Talbot Green, who has 
Alzheimer’s, and attends 
the support group twice 
a month, said: “This 


group is great as it 
offers me the 
opportunity to get out 
and socialise with other 
people. At home, I am 
by myself and even 
though I like to get out, 

I do not go out with my 
other friends now, as I 
do not feel comfortable 
-1 get mixed up and I 
tire very easily. 

“This group makes a 
huge difference to my 
life as it gives me 
something to look 
forward to.” 

Maria Warhurst, who 
attends the group with 
her husband, said, “This 
group gives us a break 
as we meet up with 
other people who are 
going through the same 
thing - I can chat to 
other wives who are 
also caring for their 
husbands.” 

Kath Hext, who also 
attends the group with 
her husband, said that 
she was not able to go 
out with him that much 
any more, other than 
shopping once or twice 
a week. 

“I really look forward 
to Wednesdays - it’s 
great to have 
somewhere to go, and 
have some friends to 
chat to when I get here. 
This group is 
marvellous -1 wouldn’t 
be without it now.” 

Another carer, Wendy 
Field, attends the group 
with her mother-in-law 
Joyce Field (91). 

“Mum lives with us 
and I am her carer so 
this group offers us a 
chance to get out of the 
house, have a change of 
scene and meet up with 
other people,” she said.

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Evan comes close to landing Welsh National winner 


LLANCARFAN’S Evan Williams came his 
closest yet to saddling a Coral Welsh Grand 
National winner when his nine-year-old bay 
gelding Firebird Flyer, partnered by Adam 
Wedge, ran on strongly in the closing stages 
of this three-miles, five furlongs and 110 
yards marathon to finish a good runner-up to 
the Carol Lee trained 2013 winner 
Mountainous at rainsoaked Chepstow last 
Saturday. 

At the finish, Firebird Flyer was beaten two- 
and-three quarter lengths and Evan said: “He has 
run an absolute blinder but once again bumped into 
a good one.” Before the race, I had reminded Evan 
that the last Welsh winner had been Norther in 


1965, a horse which had been ridden by his late 
father Rhys in point-to-points. 

Firebird Flyer , who was running in Evan’s own 
black and white colours, picked up £21,468 for 
finishing second while the winner, who was ridden 
by Jamie Moore, collected £52,296. 

When Mountainous won the first time he was 
ridden by Evan’s stable jockey Paul Moloney who 
unfortunately is sidelined owing to injury. 

In 2011, Evan saddled the third horse Cappa 
Bleu and in 2013 he trained the fourth horse One 
In A Milan and surely it is just a question of time 
before this former leading amateur rider brings the 
Welsh Grand National prize home to Wales. 

However, it must be said that the winner, who is 
trained by rookie trainer Kerry Lee, who has only 


recently taken over the reigns from her father 
Richard, is trained just a couple of miles from the 
Welsh border. 

In fact her Herefordshire yard actually has a 
Welsh postcode! Kerry, who was full of praise for 
Chepstow for putting on the race after it was 
postponed owing to the course being waterlogged 
at Christmas time, told the press: “I’m absolutely 
dumbstruck. It’s amazing, what a horse. Jamie’s 
given him a briliant ride and I'm absolutely 
delighted.” 

One former rider I had the pleasure of chatting to 
at Chepstow was Worcestershire’s Mrs Pat Tollit 
who rode the first of her 171 point-to-point winners 
at the age of 16. 

Mrs Tollit won the ladies’ point-to-point

championship on a number of occasions and I 
reminded her of the time I saw her ride a good 
horse of hers called Mr Teddy at Penllyn, 
Cowbridge, in the early 1960s. 

When she was riding, she could only ride in 
races confined to women riders which makes her 
grand total of wins more impressive. She rode in 
point-to-points for 25 years and was the first of her 
gender to ride 100 winners. 

She told me about the time she bought a horse 
called Ernie The Milk from the late Mrs Rose Harry 
of Dinas Powys.
